place ol business has been operated 
at all times during the preceding 
m onth in a legal and orderly m an ­ 
ner. 
All persons receiving such certifi­ 
cates .shall deliver the same to the 
city solicitor, who shall thereupon 
present them to the council and, if 
the council is of the opinion th a t 
the place to which the said certifi­ 
cate has been Ksued has been oper­ 
ated during the preceding m onth in 
a lawful and orderly m anner, the 
council may refund by an order on 
t he treasurer of the city of New 
Castle a part of the license fee paid 
by (lie proprietor of such place d u r­ 
ing the preceding m onth to the city 
of New Castle, not to exceed ninety 
per cent thereof.

The original platform asked flatly 
for extension of "the labor provi­ 
sions prescribed in existing codes, 
pertaining to child labor, minimum 
wages, maximum hours and collec­ 
tive barganing" (section 7A>. 
The platform adopted reads "the 
new act should require every code 
of fair competition to contain suit­ 
able provisions concerning hours and 
wages, prohibiting child labor, safe­ 
guarding both labor and employer 
by giving to labor the right to deal 
with employers either individually 
or collectively or through represen­ 
tatives of their own free choice with­ 
out intimidation or coercion of either 
party from any source." 
As for unemployment insurance, 
t lie expression of willingness on the 
part of industry "to give approval 
; » the adoption of a sound solution'' 
went through without change. 
The plank advocating th at the 
government raise the funds neces­ 
sary for recovery and relief by tax­ 
ing the m anufacturers themselves 
in a non-cumulative manufacturers' 
sales tax was eliminated. 
A plank requesting the federal 
government to deny financial aid to 
states that did not reduce their ex­ 
penditures (not including relief and 
bond obligations) to their 1926 level 
also was eliminated. 
The platform as adopted asks that 
the government "balance the federal 
budget by adoption of policies which 
will stimuate business, restore em­ 
ployment, increase national income 
and permit cutting public expenses 
to fit reasonable taxes.” 
It asks rejection of "payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus until due." 
It asks for the amendment of 
"the securities act and the securi­ 
ties exchange act to conform to the

Lemke act. 
It opposes a 30 hour a week bill.

ONE MAN CLUBS” 
CAUSING TROUBLE

HARRISBURG, Dec. 7— Certain 
provisions of Pennsylvania’s year- 
old liquor laws appear to be headed 
for remodeling at the coming 1935 
session of the legislature. 
While little legislative opposition 
has thus far been heard against the 
stale liquor store monoiKdy system, 
the demand for a change in sections 
of the law governing clubs and the 
sale of alcohol has been growing in 
volume. 
Members of the state Tquer con­ 
trol board have under consideration 
several proposals revising the liquor 
laws which they may present to the 
1935 legislature. 
Among them will be a request lor 
legislation governing the sale 
of 
alcohol. The present liquor control 
act does not provide for the sale of 
alcohol in the state stores and mem­ 
bers of the liquor board believe its 
sale under rigid restrictions in the 
state stores will give them a closer 
control of that product in their ef­ 
forts to curb bootlegging. 
The board has been confronted 
with a storm of protest by legitimate 
dealers over the mushroom growth 
of “oneman” clubs. They have par­ 
ticularly attacked provisions of the 
law which fix the club license a t*$50 
in 
comparison 
with 
restaurant 
licenses which range to as much as 
$600 in large cities ?s Philadelphia. 
Some legislators who have given 
the club problem study favor 
lib­ 
eralizing restrictions on legitimate 
fraternal and social organizations 
that provide a bona fide and con­ 
tinuous program for their members 
and completely outlawing the ‘‘one 
m an” clubs existing mainly on char­ 
ters of defunct organizations. 
A. Marshall Thompson, a member 
of the state liquor control board, has 
already predicted th at the board will 
urge closer regulation in the grant­ 
ing of licenses at the coming session 


of the assembly. The board's newly 
established practice of requiring in- 
! terior and exterior photographs of 
the establishments of applicants for 
retail licenses has resulted in the 
elimination of a considerable num- 
I ber of licenses the board believes arc 
undesirable. 
Dry groups will in all probability 
request legislation prohibiting the 
est ablishment of state stores in com­ 
munities dry by local option and 
i outlawing retail establishments in 
locations adjacent to schools, chur­ 
ches and similar institutions. 
Various dry groups throughout the 
i state are prepared to renew their 
battle for the outlaw of liquor at the 
coming session of the legislature and 
have prepared their legislative pro- 
1 grams in advance. If unsuccessful

Labor Department 
Enforcing Laws 


Employers Required To Pro­ 
vide Workmen’s Compensa­ 
tion Insurance For 
Employes 


Approximately 30 employers of la­ 
bor in the city of New Castle have 
been arrested and charged with hav­ 
ing failed to cover their employes 
with Workmen’s Compensation in­ 
surance, according to an agent of the 
department of labor and industry. 
If the employes are covered by in­ 
surance by the time the hearing is 
held the agent who made the charges 


generally requests that the case be 
dismissed, but the employer must 
pay the costs. 
The arrests were brought tinder 
section 305 of act of 1915 amended 
by act of 1929 which says that every 
employer liable under this act to pay 
coi.ipensation shall insure the pay­ 
ment of compensation in the state 
workmen’s insurance fund, or in any 
insurance company, or mutual asso­ 
ciation or company, authorized to 
insure liability in this common­ 
wealth, unless such employer shall 
be exempted by the bureau from 
such insurance. The only employes 
not covered are those in domestic 
and agricultural service. 
According to the agent there are 
160 employers in the city who are 
to be questioned by the agent, it was 
learned today. 
The penalty for failure to observe 
the act is a fine of not less than 
$100 or more than $500, plus the 


costs of prosecution or a jail sen­ 
tence of not more than six months 
or both.
